FARMBB8 DISCRIMINATED AGAINST 

If President Wilson ever did anything to encourage the "back- 
to-the-land" movement, we should like to know what it was. He ar- 
bitrarily construed the guaranteed price of wheat to be a fixed, 
maximum price, and then permitted the establishmetu of regulations 
which deprived most farmers of even the guaranteed price. Through 
hid Director of Railroads and his supcrvisoi s of wur contracts he 
booated wages in cities and on railroads to such an extent that farm- 
en were unable to get help. He inaisted upon continnanee of the 
daylight-saving law wliicli gives city residents an hour more for 
pleasure in the eening but deprives farmers of an hour of working 
time in the morning — dew on the grain preventing work in the early 
morning. Exenipution regulations were construed more liberally in 
behalf of city industries than for the farmers, with the reanlt that 
farm help was drawn upon in unilue proportion at the same time that 
JCarmera were expected to produce increased quantities of food. In 
the Post Office Department it was the rural service that came in for 
earliest and most continuou.s dcsti m tion. In the Dopartiuciit of Agri- 
cultuhe, efforts to ascertain and publish facts regarding cost of pro- 
duction of farm crops and farm animals were discouraged and sup- 
pressed. In the tariff bill which he helped frame back in 1913, the 
President kept in mind the consumer and not the producer. Hence 
we had tariff duties which encouraged importation of grain from Ar- 
fentina, wool from Ahistralia, potatoes and wheat from Canada, cat- 
tle and hides from Mexico and South America, lemona from Italy, 
and various food products from other eonntries. 

At the present moment we can think of only one notable in- 
stance of the Wilson administration doing, anything for the fanner 
— city experts wore sent o\it o\ it the country to teach the farmers' 
wives how to make cottage cheese.

Just to what Extent the housewives of the land have profited by 
this exhibition of national generosity and enterprise ia yet to he 
reported. A glanee over the published price lists indicated that in 
some lines there was a saving to be made ig one eould purchase 
in the quantities fixed. 

In a few instances, however, it is charged, the government took 
a hand at both hoarding and profiteering. Seventy thousand can.s 
of pineapple, taken over by the war department under special au- 
thority at a basis of $4.50 a case, was sold recently' at $10.80 per case. 
Similarly, a lot of 3,000,000 pounds of prunes commandeered by the 
government at 9V4 cents a ponnd, was sold nt 22 cents a pound. 

If the facts are true as reported, neither the public nor the pro. 
dueers in these cases enjoyed high favor at the hands of the govern- 
ment at Washington.

at the nation's capital In the past few ' 
days. Now the 350,000 men In the 
brotherhoods have been JoIhimI liy 
more than a million other rniliond 
workers — shopmen, trackmen, tel.'- 
graphers, clerks, statiuii aiienls — an I 
the demands are many times wiiui 
tbey were three years ago. 

A Theuund Million Dollars. 
On top of a thousand million dollars 
of added wages granted by the Gov- 
ernment in tbe past yesr and a half, 
the allied workers are asking for an- 
other Increase of a thousand iuIIIImh 
dollara.

Ameri- 
can combat unit to arrive In France 
following the entrance of this country 
mto the European War, will arrive In 
New Tork Uie middle of September, 
probably during the same week of 
Ooneral Pershing's own landing at 
that port. This famous division, 
irUoh fought with auch gallantry In 
all Of tha major oparatlona in which 
iho Amorioana took part, will parade 
la Haw York Cltjr and Qenaral Per- 
ahiac proWbly wUl ba ona of tha re- 
TlawlnK offlcara. 

Qaneral Parahlnt cabled the War 
Department Wadnaaday that ho In- 
tends to sail from Bfaat on the trana- 
port Mount Vermon, wWch aalla for 
New York September 1. 

The Ist Division, toUllng about %»,- 
000 officers and enlisted men, began 
moving to embarkation porU In 
France last Friday and the first of the 
combat units are expected to arrive 
in New York the latter part of next 
week. As the units arrive they will 
proceed to Camps Mills and Merrltt 
where they will remain until the day 
of the parade. After the parade In 
Now York the division will be trans- 
farrad to Camp Meade and on or about 
aaptamber 27 win parade In this city 
With Prealdent WUaon as the chief re 
Hawing Offlcar. The division relurua 
imdar tha oommanda of Major Gen. E 
F. McOlaohUn. The dllalon will re 
turn with aU Ita batUa aaulpmont, In- 
cluding artillery. 

This division, oompoaed of troopa of 
the u. B. Regular Army, la Juatly 
proud of Us claim as balng "flrat «■ 
vision in France, first In aaotor, flrat 
to fire a shot at the Qermans, flrat 
to attack, first to conduct a raid, flrat 
to be raided, first to capture prison 
era, first to Inflict casualties, first to 
suffer casualties, first to be cited sing 
ly in general orders, first In the num. 
ber of division, cor^n and army com 
mandera and general sat ffofflcera pro 
duoad from Ita personnel. " 

It waa composed of the 16th, 18th 
Mth and 28th Infantry nenimenaa, the 
Stb, 6th and 7th Artillery Hcglmenta. 
tha lat Bnglnoer Regiment and train, 
tha 2d Field Signal Battalion, and the 
Sd, 4th and 6th Ambulance Companies 
and Flald Hoapttal. 

The lat DlTlalon waa 220 daya in the 
front Una, It captured IM offlcera and 
6,804 enllated men of tha German 
Army. In material It captured IW 
pieces cf field arUllery, atety-two 
trench i.,(jrtar8, and 413 maohlna funa. 
Its castualtles totaled 21,612 man, of 
whom 4,411 were killed or died of 
wounds. The replacementa aent to the 
division totaled 30,206 ofDeera and 
men. The soldiers of the division won 
IN DUtlnguIahed Service Crosses.

(^Wty School Teachers Hear Several 

Tery-IatevNtlBr Addneies at 
tmft UmtOat, 

(By R. Y. Many) , ^^^^ 

Devotional exercises were conduct- 
ed by Rev. .1 ('. Stcpheiiaon, Rector 
Kplacnpal Clitircli, who In a few well 
ctioBeii remarks Htr\iek a moat vital 
point In llie control and proper devel- 
opment of oliildren. The worker with 
children should, the speaker said, keep 
in touch with her own i liiliilicicKi. that 
it is a dlffloult matter to meet child- 
hood on its own ground, grown-ups 
should keep a strong grip on their pa- 
tience in dealing with Children. 

Instruotor Ireland dinuised the 
subject of reading, dwelllttg quite ex- 
tensively upon the tacts that sneoesB- 
ful teaching of reading comes from 
within rather than from outaide influ- 
ences and forces, that the child reads 
as the teacher reads. The child's In- 
terest In reading reflects the teachers 
interest In the subject that the teach- 
er should do more work for the piipH 
In reading' than In any other class 
work in the si liuola, that we read for 
pleasure, fur information, for profit, 
for Inspiration, to give Information 
and inspiration to others, that there 
are tew children's books. The success- 
ful teacher Is the one that puts herself 
on the child level. 

Supt. Ireland's discussion was fol- 
lowed by Prof. T. J. Currey in a most 
ardent appeal for Interest In the work 
on the part of teachers. He maintain- 
ed that the Oermantown Fair and Rob- 
inson's Circus got Interest through the 
medium of advertisement, showing 
what they have for the people that all 
features of either enterprise has its 
due representation Hence everybody 
In the various communities la inter- 
ested and therefore attend. Hut the 
nstltute very few were Interested 
Only a very small part of the member- 
ship of the Institute le men, therefore 
Institutes and public schoola were not 
getting sufficient advertisement and 
representation. In the course of his 
talk Mr. Currey suggested that the 
committee offer a resolution asking 
the aupport of woman suffrage since 
it Is almost wholly. They who are en- 
gaged in the building of citisensbip of 
the nation. 

The question how are teachers to 
get representation evoked a spirited 
tilt between Miss Alloc Lloyd and 
Supt. Ti.rnlpseeil when the former 
c'ontemlcd tlial tlie Institute should 
adopt a regolutiuii eudorsiiifi for rep- 
resentative a candidate wlio^wlil vole 
in the General Assembly tot Woman 
Suffrage. Mr, Turnlpseed was as enj- 
phatlc In his stand that the Institute 
should adopt no such resolution and 
should steer clear of politics at this 
time. 

Mias Lloyd asked if there was any 
dilferenoe between politics and human 
Justice. To thia question Mrs. Charles 
P. Weaver of Louisville, quickly re- 
plied there was a decided difference. 

Mrs. Charles P. Weaver of Lou^- 
vile, representative of Kentucky Chil- 
dren's Home Society, made a most 
forceful appeal for cooperation in the 
campaign for funds to found a new 
and adequate home for destitute ehil- 
dren of Kentucky. 

The time hetweeii recess and noon 
waa given to discussion of the teach- 
ing of language. All participants 
showed that vitallzatlon of the sub- 
ject was the secret to successful hand- 
ling of this usually dlffloult, dry and 
poorly taught study. 

In his ulk on Orammer Mr. Ire- 
land said that formal or taehnloal 
grammar should be omitted from the 
the oourae until the BUgbth Orade is 
reached, that language and oompoal- 
tlon ahould be the work of grades, one 
to seven inclusive. 

The session closed with a lively 
discussion on the quallfloationa at the 
teacher. 

Mr. Ireland is "WMng t moat favor- 
able impression as an Instructor, and 
so Is holding the interest of the teach- 
ers. ^ -

Miss Alice Lloyd made some opti- 
mistic and hopeful statements as to 
the solicitation and collection of funds 
for the Illiteracy Campaign. 

Prof. T. J. Currey in a moat unique 
manner allowed the subject of poll- 
ing to tell its own atory of develop- 
ment, whence it oame and whither it 
goes. Prof. Currty omphaaiaed giving 
attention to detail from entrance into 
the primary gnUto on through the high 
sehooL FonUMten work of all stud- 
ies is spelling. 

Miss Virginia, Hurd, teacher First 
Orade of the First District Scliuul uf 
this city, gave a most helpful talk nn 
the subject, The Story Hour and 
Dramatization In Primary Reading. 

Miss Hurd bad preaeut cholldren by 
whose assistance she gave an object 
lesson in dramatisation in reading.

Washington, August 26— President 
Wilson is oonfldent that the railroad 
shopihen will accept his and Director 

Oeneral HIne'a appeals for a truce in 
their wage demands, according to 
word from men oloae to the President 
today. 

The flrst indibatlon of what course 
the shopmen would pursue was ex- 
pected to come today In an announce- 
ment from their representatives hern, 
who continued in conference with ac- 
tiiii; President Jewell of the railway 
emidoyes departmi rit of tlic American 
Federation of Labor. 

Announcing that the men wouil 
be granted an Increase of four cents 
an hour, President Wilson said in an 
accompanying statement that to metl 
their demand for an increase of IT 
cents an hour from the present basic 
pay of C8 cents, or 26 per cent, would 
necessitate higher freight rates, which 
would add to the already high cost of 
'iving, and thus defeat the Govern- 
ment's efforts to solve the most impor- 
tant question before the country to- 
day: A return to normal price levelx.
